In repiy to your letter of July 21, your file $129/23«16+461(A1) 
witn reference to application for discharge of the avoye-noted 
pupil as referred to iu & letter from the Superintendent or 
fducation in nis letver of July 15, reference #461-10 (£6). We 
nere have been attempting to clear the Quarterly Return of children 
who for one reason and another do not seem lixely to revw'n to 
scu00ol, or waco have been out of school over inordinately song 
periods of time, or who, as in the case of the chiid in quesDivu 
nere, have sometimes appeared to us as cases which a sehool of th 
type is not very adequately equipped to handle. In doing this I 
have tried in each case to cousider abi of the factors iavoived, 
and to arrive at a gise decision always with the needs and best 
interests of the chiid in view, The decisiou which I had reached 
in the case oi Tom Ross was not an easy one, bothered me at tie 
time, Quad nas continued to GO SO Since. I am giad to have this 
case re-opened for turvner consideration in the Lope that some 
more effective metnoa o1 dealing with truant chiiuren may be 
prougut into operation wivhin the next year Or SO. 


We at this school, by tue very nature of our work, welcome tne 
opportunity to work With problem children in order to do wnat we 
can to expaud tnueir norizons and to help to lead thew into a vetter 
and fuller life. Nevertheless iv is obvious that we are primarily 
au educational ratuer than a rerorm institution and only 4 certain 
proportion of our energies can go in to the tracking down of 
truant children without causing many others to suffer negiect. 


I have repeatedly stated my considered conviction that the 

problem of truancy in this area cau be dealt wicn successfully 

iu the Loug run only by an impartial third party not directly 
counected eivher with the school or tue Indian agency in the person 
of a full-time truant officer. In every single case or truancy 
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> « 


since M> arrival at this school we as a staff hage made every effort 
humanly possible to reurieve the child. Sometimes we are successful 
sometimes we are uot. I myself have spent as way a8 three cousecu- 
tive days aud nights with very little sleep in the bush and on the 
roads exhausting every possibility of setrieving cuildreus in tne fear 
that some harm might come to them. We make it a policy never to give up 
the search until some defiuite indication is received that the child 
is safe or returned, The nature of the terrain iu this area, the 
inaccessibility of the reserves, lack of specialized means or transport 
ation and travel grants, aud other factors make it impossible for 
school staifs and the Indian Superintendent, uevertheless, to combat 
this probiem alone. There is no denying tue fact that the problem or 
truancy in this area is a serious ove though its effects are out oF 
all proportion to its exve.é and frequency. A single runaway ehild 

is capable of producing a situation in whlch the ordinarily smooth 
operation of school life may be seriously disrupted for days on end. 
Tue wnole problem of truancy amoug Indian children needs thorough and 
sympathevic study as all of us know, It bears little resemblance to 
the sporadic kind of truaucy which occurs amoug white children and 
involves difficulties which are nov found in the latter. In only @ 
comparatively small number oi cases does truanc Indian children 
seem to have causes which may be analysed and assess ec by ordinary 
methods. Tue most notable cause seems to be the face tiat Indian 
children are aware of the times of year when parents are leaving for 
the rice rf 8, trap lines, hunting expeditious and ‘orth, and 
also when they move in toward the town to buy and sell and 50 Ole 
Childre 7 ese times become uusettled and ma) determined and 
persistent error bo « up with parents before they get away. ‘The 
fact that has to be reckoned with is that there are children who will 
run away from school and that factors like cola, ter, ice, distance, 
lack of ood and so on are no deterrent, There is al 1 etor of 
irrationality iuvolved in this matter of truancy. There is no necesse 
connection betweeen conditions at the school r example, and the fact 
that a child runs ye It is usually fruitiess to reagon t € 
event has a cause in our sense of the term a t t if the cause is 

r ved the condition ma 6 corrected, The whole problem of truancy 
in this area seems to me to be important enot to warrant some in- 
tensive researoh by a special commission set up for whe purpose.

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T consider myself fortunate in having come to this work with some 
sociological and anthropological background, and I feel competent to 
say that, from our owa cultural standpoint, the causes of truancy appear 
to be basically primitive in nature and need careful and scientific 
investigation from a broad anthropological basis. Motives which mighv 
be desoribed as the “oall or the seasons", the busn, and so fort have 
a bearing ou. this problem. Phases of the moon have something to do with 
it as well as crisp frosvy weather. Childish reasons such as "the boys 
were teasing us" are quite adequate from the oc! ild's point of view to 
justify his starting out ou a fifty to one hundred mile trek in sub 
gevO weacher with no provision for food or shelter and, considering the

Of the specific negative iactors contributing to this whole problem 

I think that wne lack of well-equipped playgrounds and tne shortage 

of playroom space and facilities rank foremost, The fairly general 
disillusioument as to wne value to the Indian of edueation in the 
white man's seuse, and tne consequent apathy or Indian adults is 

also a major negative factor. A ‘look at tue problem of playroom space 
alone Will serve to illustrate the point, There are at present two 
playrooms, oue for boys and one for girls, orsering a small pateh of 
flooring about four feet by four feet three inches per child. More 
important than tuis is the fact tuat, iu bad weather ror example 
children from six to sixveen years of age are crowded in so suai an 
area. Outside of the ciassroom there 18 0 possibility of really 
separating the younger from the older children during sny single houng 
of the day. Younger children are subjecved to suraiu, woile the older 
chiidren have aiways the little ones under tnueir feet Perhaps the 
most ca@umon complaint of Indian pareuts is that tne older chiidren are 
nard on the little ones. Certaiuly the common reasou given by children 
for running away from school is that some older chiia has surt them. 
This does not indicate thay Older Indian chiidren are pront to beau up 
on the livtie ones, but precisely the opposite, that Indians generally 
are uncoumonly sOlicitous of chiidron, and that une Indian onild is 
commonly a pawpered chila from our point of view. Nevertheless all of 
this reflects a sivuatiou which could be corrected at tuis school only 
by a radical expansion of piant facilities and eventually by doubling 
the number of supervisies persomel, playrooms and playgrounds. 
believe that supervision here is as adequate as it could possibly be 
under the circumstances. Tue circumstances, however, vend to create 4 
situation in which iv is next to impossiole for vhe supervisor to give 
from fifty vo seventy-five chitaren spread over a wide age area tue 
atteuiion as individuals which 18 their right. Both adolescent am 
pre-auoiescent chiidsen need the kind of care, piay activity ana 
guida.ce appropr.4 ve to tueir age groups ir tuey are vo develop invo 
the weil balanced personalities which the type of educational opportuni- 
ties offered oy 4 scnool of this type ougne to produce.

On the Sth instant I reported to the Sergeant 
in charge of the Mounted Police that 1 had received reporte 
to the effect that liquor was being taken to the Indians 
on the Lake of the Yoods and asked him to investigate the 
matter. Owing to the Police not having a large enough boat 
and owing to the Departmental boat ig he been pulled 4 
for the Winter, 1 got in touch with Mr. yers, Principal of 
the Cecelia Jeffrey School and borrowed the school boat 
for the use of the Police. The Sergea nt took with him 
Constable Patterson of the Provincial Police, and a mechanic 
but their investigations did not lead to anything. In 
the afternoon of the 14th they wer returning to Kenora 
when something went wrong with the clutch and they were 
unable to make the boat go. A wind sprung bs and they 
were Washed ashore, on one of the islands. hey had a 
canoe with them and were able to get to a camp, and 
returned to Kenora on the 15th and reported the matter to 
me. There had been a strong wind blowing on the night 
of the 14th and they did not know how badly the boat was 
damaged. i got in touch with the Lake of the W oods Milling 
Company and got them to send a steamboat and barge to bring 
in the launch. This was done with great difficulty as 
the boat had sunk and w badly damaged. The boat wae 
taken to the Stone Boat Company in Kenor » Who built it, 
and on receipt of an estimate from them I will write you 
and get further instructions as to what should be done in 
the matter.

In this connection I think a certain amount of 
repairs, particularly the overhauling of engine ,ete. and 
possibly painting the boat should be paid by the school 
authorities. 1 presume the balance of the account should 
be paid for by us. I have not discussed the matter with 
Mr. Byers, the Principal, out i shall be glad to receive 
instructione from you. in aonversation the other day 

s to whether it would be advisable to sell the boat 
or not in the Spring, he stated they were very anxious 
to keep the boat and there is no question it would be 
useful to them in recruiting, visiting the Indians and 
in taking the children out on the Lake. 


I understend the church authorities intend 
opening the old school as a Summer resort for the 
Presbyterians of Winnipeg. They could only do this if 
the Principal would allow them the use of the voat 
occasionally and Mre. McKerroll, while here at the 
opening of the Schoo asked me to do all possible to 
wet the Department to keep the boat for the school.

An Ideal Serviceable Craft being built by the 
J. W. Stone Boat Manufacturing Co. - Other boats constructed 
or under construction - A busy place. 


While manufacturing plants all over the continent 
have been more or less beating time during the past few months 
due to the uncertainty of the demand for their products, the 
J. W. Stone Boat Manfg. Co. have been going ahead all winter 
as if there were no dull times. They have constructed a 
large number of skiffs for stock and also several large and 
attractive launches, for which they hope to secure a ready 
sale during the coming season. 


Splendid Boat for Indien Dept.: 


Last week the company commenced the construction 
of a large boat for the department of Indian affairs, and 
already the hull is in shape and giving evidence of its 
splendid lines. The contract was secured by them some weeks 
ago in open tender with large eastern boat building firms. 
The plans and specifications had been originally approved by 
Capt. F. Edwards, Indian agent for this district and he was 
particularly pleased that a local firm secured the contract. 


The boat is 40 feet long with a beam of 8 feet 
8 inches, is of the full cabin type. It will be equipped with 
comfortable sleeping accommodation for six persons, with two 
bunks in the forward and four in the after cabin. Those in 
the rear cabin will go up to the walls after the style of 
those in the standard sleeping car coaches and when not in 
use will only take up about five inches of space on each side. 
Every possible convenience in a boat of this size will be 
provided, including lavatory, pantry, etc. It will also be 
fitted with electric lights. 


The motive power will be provided by a four cylinder 
Campbell, rated at from 28 to 40 h.p., equipped with electric 
starter, complete with all the latest improvements. Mr. Stone 
is proud of the model and the material going into the con- 
struction of the boat is perfect. Speaking to the Miner and 
News representative yesterday, Mr. Stone said it was his ideal 
of a boat and apparently he is determined to produce a boat 
satisfactory to himself and his customers and one particularly 
adapted to navigation of the Lake of the Woods. 


In addition to the comfort and general utility of 
the boat, it will be capable of carrying large quantities of 
supplies, which is sometimes necessary in the work carried on 
by the Indian agent.

We have also had an additional expense of 
re-equipping the boat. We had a full outfit of dishes 
and cooking utensils including a stove and all these 
were lost or destroyed. The pike pole was also lost 
and so was the anchor. 


The boat was sent out in good condition 
having been overhauled a short time previous by Stone 
Co. We were also polegss to engage an engineer to give 
the engine an overhauling as we could not work the 
clutch which been damaged and one of the Tappet 
rods was stripped. The engineer's time cost us 
over $60. 


The total expense incurred should not be any 
charge against the school as we sent the boat out in 
good condition and it was not in as good a condition 
after the above work had been done on it. 


I shall appreciate it if you will explain 
this to the Department.

It is quite possible that the Dishes, 
Cooking Utensils, and Stove were lost or spoiled 
by the water, but the R.C.M.Police inform us 
that the Anchor was brought in. 


In our opinion the clutch must have been 
defective when the boat went out, and the cause 
of the damage was through the clutch going wrong. 
The Principal thinks we should pay the full $588. 
but as the School did not supply the boat, we think 
the School should pay the difference in the Bill, 
or if they do not feel they should pay for the up- 
keep of the boat, it could be disposed of, although 
it is very handy for the R.C.M.Police returning 
children to the Schools but not used very much by 
the School Authorities, but if the Principal wishes 
to keep the boat, we do not think he should complain 
at paying for the upkeep, although we admit on this 
occasion, the boat was not being used on school 
bustiress but on department service and the R.C.M.Police 
and Provincial Police were with it.

. Remove manure completely from floor and walls by thorough scraping. 


Sweep carefully all corners, crevices and positions where dust may collect around sills, 
plates and roof timbers, and remove dust, screenings, cobwebs, and other refuse.

scrub thoroughly with hot water and lye.

Advice as to proportions 
of mixture can be had from the veterinary inspector.

I have interviewed farmers through 
the Carman, Morden, Portage le Prairi and Brandon 
districts. The only cows I could purchase e thi 
culls. A farmer with a good cow would not part with 
it. This is due largely to the faot that there is 
no sale for wheat and farmers hope to make their 
living from dairy products. Good milk cows have gone 
up in price, Mr. Wilton, of Roland, told me he sold 
a dairy cow in the stookyar 
here for $112.00, this ie about the 
price that is now being aske lor good milk cows. 


On return today I interviewed 
Mr. Diamond, of Diamond & Kare, to if he had any 
suitable cows. I was greatly impre a4 with som 8 
or 10 which he now hae on hand, from which I can make 
feleotion. These will cost in the neighborhood of 
0.00 per head, tested both for tuberoulosia and 
Bang'e Diseace, Mr. Diamond ie selling cows every 
dey; therefore these may be gone at any time. 
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I am positive it will be difficult 
and expensive to continue searching throughout the 
country for 6 or 7 cows, and would therefor request 
authority by wire to make the purchase from Mr. 
Diamond. Time ie an important factor because these 
cows may be sold any day. I would req t+ that the 
Department wire ite approval at once. Th Government 
veterinary will inepect and test th cows when requested.

INSTRUCTIONS 


When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 
Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal's notice the Indian Agent shall convene » Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other's 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 
Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy. 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil's 
death, 


‘The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 
the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it

If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 


ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be « Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, onthe Agent's recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 
the Department through the Indian Agent's office.

The Department recognizes the fact that the 
building at Ohaplem is not suited fo the needs of a resi- 


dential sohool and regrets that it has not been able to 
proceed 
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them being used by any of the pupils. 

The present building is not adapted for anything 
lime the number of pupils in the school, there being no 
study or recreation room, The girls have only the laundry 
and Wash room, whioh is too cramped for the purpose, and 
the boys have the use of the summer Kitchen, wich ia too 
oo1d for a play-room, 

Mr. Prewer, the Principal, has Virtually no assia- 
tants outside of his own family, who live in the sonool and 
do nearly all the work connected with it. Mr. Prewer acts 
as principal, teacher, man of ali work and has general super- 
Vieion and management of the school. 

The forty children are divided into six grades 
and none of them have been higher than the third book, MY. 
Prewer’s young daughter, Who is not more than fifteen years 
of age, takes the classes when ho is called away tor other 
duties.

Barly this month the Ohapleau Boarding school was

There were forty pupils in residence, twenty-seven 
in the main building and thirteen of the bigger boys sleep 
over the echool-room in a separate building. The main 
building 18 not adapted for twenty-seven pupils, twenty-two 
being all that the air and floor space should accommodate. 

At the time of the ingpection the eledest girl in 
the school was occupying one of the smaller dormitories on 
aceount of tubercular trouble and some of the emailer boys 
had to sleep t¥o in a bed on this account. This girl was 
in @ bad way and should not have been kept in the achool. 
ghe has since been placed in the Ohapleau Hospital. 

A number of the smaller children were badly effected 


with eczema and apparently no stepe had been taken to check 
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the spread of the disease and, unless proper provision is 


nade for washing and the cleanliness of the pupiis, this 
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disease is likely to spread through the whéle school, in

‘The Principa on thie occasion, actually had to 
defend himeelf from the aseault of these two women in 
conjunction with Mre. bheguain. (Thie leet named Indian woman 
signed one of the affidavits). Thie second explanation of 
the chargee in the petition could be enlarged upon by showing 
that there is in the Indian community a dislike for the Rev. 
Mr. Prewer, due to hie high-handed treatment of parents and 
others. The white citizens of Chapleau and other centres, 
in many caeee, are elow to take Mr. Prewer'es wide, due to 
hie close-fisted business activities. 


Third, the etorm centre is at Franz Thirteen of 
the sixteen affidavite conclude with the etatement that the 
parent wishes the child to be discharged from the Chapleau 
indian Boarding school for the purpoee of attending the 
public school, and nine of theee declarations epecifically 
mention the public echool at Franz. The petition of laet 
September was signed in Franz at the office of Mr. A. 
who, I understand, ie on the trustee board of the public 
echool. The white community needs the eupport of the Indian 
families to make their school a euccese, and they are asking 
the Indians to have their children released for thie 
manifest purpose. Underlying their action is their need for 
financial eupport: in fact, from the etandpoint of the 
Indiane, the cart ie before the horee, for I have Mr. Godfrey's 
authority for etating that nearly $1000 hae already been paid 
by Indiane of the Frans area to the support of the white 
school there. 
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SULT Rate OF CHILD LABOUR; I have been at many schools 
where our Indian warde work longer hours an Sheavier work 

at the Chapleau Boarding School. The boye' hands presert 
no evidence that they sre, or have been, overworked. The 
regular working hours, for the boys who are old enough to be 
of use, are 7.30 to 9.45 and 3.30 to 5, a total of 3 houre 

and 48 minutes per day. The boye who look after the horses 


and stock put in an extra half hour in the morning and at 
night, but chese boys receive in payment of their extr 
service pocket money to the extent of 25 cents per day. The 
pupils last mentioned are in charge of the teams, do the 
milking and deliver milk to the town. 


In the affidavite referred to," peddling of milk and 
wood" received frequent mention. The Reverend Mir. Prewer 
makes @11 ealee of milk and the boys (2) who deliver it have 
a regular route. They are well clothed, receive 26 cente 
per day for their extra work and are back at the school at 
10 a. m., in time for the claeeroom instruction. The milk 
wae supplied in the firet inetance at the request of Dr. 
Sheahen and others of Chapleau, because of the uncertain 
quality of the milk that had beon supplied to the residents. 
Ae far as the wood-cutting operatione are concerned, I 
ascertained that outeidere contracted to cut the wood and the 
boye in charge of the teame hauled and delivered it to 
revidents in the town. Wood and milk have never been 
"peddled". Orders have been, in every case, taken by the 
Principal himeelf. Last winter some 300 corde of wood wae 
sold the town and the boys who drove the teame got One 
Dolidr, for their bank accounte when on thie type of work. 
Information concerning the sale of wood and milk wae 
gleaned from the Principal himeelf, Mr. Godfrey and the 
boye who are at present in charge of the teams and the 
milk supply. 


CLOTHING: 1 am convinced that every child in the school 
has heavy under-oclothing, in addition to adequate outer- 
wear and footgear. 


weelies I enquired carefully into the cases of neglect 
ment 4 in the affidavite, and, while I found that the 
Principal has been somewhat glow to call in medical attention, 
he himself, because of his experience, ie fairly well 
qualified to look after minor ailmente,and I might say that 
the charges in thie connection have been so greatly 
exaggerated that they are misrepresentations of the facts.

CRUBLTY : The discipline of the Principal is severe; but 
not one pupil corroborated the statements made inthis 
connection in the affidavite. The second day of my visit, 
after having played with the boye and, I believe, won their 
confidence, I questioned each boy in private (with the 

3 knowledge of the Principal) and I find that the affidavite 
are nothing short of a tissue of lies.

I have the honour to report on my recent visit to 
the Chapleau Boarding School. 


On Tuesday, the 17th, the Department received some 
16 affidavits and a covering letter from Mr. A. G. Chisholm, 
of London, Ont., a11 of which referred to the improper manage~- 
ment of the Reverend George Prewer, Principal of the Chapleau 
Boarding School. You asked me to leave that same night for 
Chapleau, for the purpoge of an official inepection. Previous 
to thie, the Department had received from Henry Jackeon, 
President of the Grand Indian Council, a petition, signed by 
certain Indiane of the Chapleau and Franz dietricte, in which 
they aeked for the removal of the Rev. Mr. Prewer. 


In view of the nature of some of the charges brought 
againet the Rev. Mr. Prower, I thought it advisable to 
“walk in on the school" unannounced. I wished to check u 
(1) the clothing in use; (2) the cleanliness of the pupils 
(3) the condition of the school; (4) the hours of instruction; 
before any change could be made in the routine of the school. 
Later, I endeavoured to inquire into: (5) the care of the sick; 
(6) the progress of the pupile' studies; (7) the nature of 
the work done by the children, with particular reference to 
the eale of milk and wood.

fen minutee after entering the front door, I saw 95 
of the 98 pupile and was in a position to know something of 
the daily routine. I had not been in the building one-half 
hour before I had examined four boys and two girle, with 4 
view to ascertaining the nature of the clothing provided, the 
cleanliness of the pupile, and the presence, or absence, of 
body and head vermin. 
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I hold the following convictions concerning the 
charge® made in the petition and affidavits that came to hand: 


FILTHY CONDITION: The children are fairly clean; head lice 
@re practically nil; no body lice were found and there is 
but a minimum of ekin disease (eczema and scabies) 


LACK OF ACADEMIC INSTRUCTION: pp junior pupile are receiving 
daily 4 houre of claseroom'teaching and 59 senior pupile 5 
hours per day. 4 older boys in charge of the teame receive 
somewhat lese classroom inetruction, but they are paid for 
their extra work. Theee 4 boye spend alternate days at work 
and in the claseroom. 
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A report on the Chapleau Indian Boarding School 

ie not complete without a epecial report on the Principal. 
The Rev. Mr. Prewer has devoted hie life to Indian work, 
is proud of the Chapleau Indian ore haa School and his 
ability to finance without 4 deficit. He drives a hard 
busin deal, permite of no interference and deals with 
411 school matters in an altogether autocratic manner. His 
methods make him disliked in the community and inflict upon 
hi 1f an ever chenglng The effect on the pupils 

two-fold: they have to work faithfully and are under & 
wevere discipline. I have suggested to the Principal that 
it may be necessary for him to hand the M.&.C.C. or the 
Diocesan authorities a deficit if the Chapleau Indian Board- 
ing school ie to present a pleasing picture to the white 
community, the Indian parente and the pupils themeelvee. 
The man's personal appearance ie not preposseseing: in 
addition,he is a cripple; he believes the world to be against 
him and glories in it. 


I made the following requeste and euggeetione to 
the Rev. Mr. Prewer: (1) More careful attention to the 
cleanlinese of the building; (2) more careful coneideration 
of the feelinge of the staff; (3) the thoughtful and earnest 
avoidance of any treatment of the pupile that could be 
coneidered,by outeidere, ae pitiless; (4) an immediate 


cessation of any work bordering on the nature of the exploit- 
ation of child labour; (5) a consistent reference to the 
Medical Officer in caevee of injury or ilinees. I promised 
a definite underetanding with Dr. sheahen, the Medical Officer. 


I informed the Principal of the nature of my 
report and advised him that I would make an effort to have 
both the M.&.C.C, and the Department of Indian Affaire come 
to hie aseietance, so that the unpleasant features that 
have given rise to the local adverve criticiem could be 
eliminated,

Generally epeaking, the Chapleau Indian Boarding 
School 1e doing eplendid work for our Indian wards. The 
cause would receive a eevere setback if the services of 


the Rev. Mr. Prewer were lost.

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OTHER The teaching activities in the Chapleau Boarding 
INSTRUCTION; School are largely confined to academic in- 
struction in the classroom. A more efficient 
staff and better time-table will have to be provided to 
permit of an 411 round training. I will make a suggestion 
concerning theee matters in the form of a brief memorandum. 


CONDITION OF A new building should be practically spotlees, 

THE BUILDING: and I have to report that the Chapleau Boarding 
School ie only fairly clean. The boys’ side 

ie more at fault than any other portion of the inetitution. 

I wish to draw your attention, in my memorandum, to one 

alteration and one repair that I believe to be necessary. 


FARM: The Chapleau Indian Boarding school ie severely 

handicapped, financially, because of the nature 
of the pesyes I cannot foresee that the farming operatione 
will ever be a souree of revenue. Second the pasture 
facilities are poor, and it will be some yeare before the farm 
at Chapleau will be an aseot. The majority of Indian reeiden- 
tial echoole, #8 you know, find their farming activities a 
source of revenue. 


DAILY ROUTINE; At all seagone of the year the following 
time-table ie adhered to rigidly:

I criticized thie time-table, especially for 
the winter months, and informed the Principal that we would 
have inetructions for him in thie connection. My recommend- 
ation will be presented in the form of a memorandum.

I wish to offer my report on the Chapleau Indian 
Boarding School: 


ST AF) Thie inetitution ie a “one man" school. The Rev. 
George Prewer is Principal and hie wife Matron. ‘There are 
7 othere on the etaff, only 3 of which can properly be called 
teachere or officers: Miss Thomae, Senior Teacher, well 
fad abs and of excellent epirit - Mies McCabe, Junior 
eacher and Girle' Matron and Mise Treadaway, Boys' Matron, 
the laet two aleo eplendidly equipped for their work. I 
coneider Mre. Prewer an excellent officer, without whom the 
inetitution would have been decidedly unpopular, She has a 
tempering and beneficial influence upon the Principal, her 
hueband. The four other membere of the staff are nothing 
more than hired help - three women who are in the kitchen, 
laundry and dairy and the man who aseiete with the stock. 
Rev. Mr. Prewer is indefatigable, although somewhat crippled. 
He eupervieee every detail of the school activities and is 
quite often found at hard manual labour himeelf. The accom- 
modation for the staff ie very limited, and in the future 
we ehall have to provide a Frincipal'e residence. There is 
a real and immediate need for a strong ageietant who can 
eventually take over the principalship. Such a man could 
take off the shoulders of Mr. Frewer the burden of detaile 
and release him for the more general adminietration. The 
Rev. Mr. Prewer would leave the Indian work if he felt the 
inetitution that he hae fostered for the past ten years 
would be a continued succees. I understand that he has 
private meane which, it ig only fair to etate, have in the 
ee enabled him to keep the school in 4 solvent condition. 
he hired help on the etaff should be replaced by officers 
who can give inetruction in domeetic training and farming 
and gardening operations. —_ 


CLASSROOM The two teachers now in the echool are specially 
ACTIVITISS: well fitted for Indian work, in addition to 
being profeseionally qualified. The inetruction 
in English, and generally, has been in the past but fair. On 
the other hand, the reasoning faculty of the older pupile 
shows a careful training in Arithmetic that compares favour- 
ably with the beet students in most of our residential schools 
in the Prairie Provinces. Both rooms are very crowded and 
I suggested to the Principal a different daily routine which 
will enable him to place only half of the students in the 
claseroom at a time. In the Junior room there were 60 boys 
and girle and in the senior room 35 the morning I made my 
check of the pupile. This ie too many for successful teaching. 
In both rooms I made an effort to offer pedagogical methods 
that I believe are efficient in an Indian clageroom.

I thought I had already made my attitude clear 

regarding the future administration of the Chapleau Sehool. 

In my lettere to you and the Arohbishop of Deo.4th, and at 
other times, I stated that I was prepared to stand by my 
action in traneferring the Shapleau Sehool and at the same 
time expressed my strong desire that Mr. Prewer be continued 
as Principal in view of the fact that the present status of 
the School is almost, if not entirely due to his atrennous 
work and able management, ae well, I may add, ae his knowledge 
of the Indian language. I have no reason to change my 

opinion and until further developments or necessity requires, 
I cannot approve of the appointment of the Rev. J. H. Gibson 
or anybody else. I cannot see why there should be euch @ 
hurry to appoint somebody else, utterly untried in Indian 
School work and affaires, when Mr. Prewer has made euch an 
outstanding success and ig willing to go om. f+ have no 
intimation from the Commiseion or M.5.0.0. that any effort 

has been made by them to asgertain whether Mr. Prewer is 
willing or not to continue. From statements he hae made to 

me recently, I understand that he ie willing. That being the 
gage, I consider that it would be simply an act of ingratitude 
and injustice, if the Commission practically diemise Mr. 
Prewer, after all he has done for the Church in connection wih 
the school; and especially so in view of the fact that he 
withdrew his resignation at the urgent request of 4r,. Nicholson 
that he should continue a6 Principal and help to carry out

We have no record of any Indian chiluren 
attending schools at the points mentioned by the Principal 
of the Chapleau Residential School. There may be Indians 
living in the towns mentioned which are on the lines of

Between 
September 1, 1916, and June 30, 1915, We puia o tuition 
qe for 7 or 6 Indian children who attended the Franz 
ublic School, No reports have been received since that 
time, and no grant has been paid, If there are Indian 
ry chilaren at the points mentioned, anu they are attending 
white sonools, unless theic parents are Willing, we could 
not place them in the Chapleau Kesicential Scnool without 
taking action unaer Section 10 of the Regulations.

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I found 55 boys and 36 girls - a total of 91 
pupils in the school. 42 of these ere in the senior room 
and the belance in the junior room. With the exception 
of Louise Bgodgin, who has been sick for some time but 
is kept isolated from the other pupils ~ although the 
medical officer states she is not a menace to the health 
of the other children ~- all the pupils appeared to be in 
excellent health *nd appeared well satisfied at the school. 
I vieited the dining room at the time of one of the meals 
and found the pupils were obteining sufficient wholesome 

uf food, it might be mentioned that whole milk is given to 
the pupile in generous quantities. During the month of 
August, the cows at the school gave 2784 quarts of milk, 
all of which wae used for the pupils and staff. 


SLL NATION PUPILS: 


Particular attention wae given to the 13 
children recently sent to the school from the Six Nation 
agency. 1 had a private telk with each of them and not 
one made any complaints regarding the school or the 
treatment they were receiving from the staff. All of 
them were in good health. The vice principal stated that 
shortly after they came to the school he had some 
difficulty with two or thre f the boys running away, but 
he located them quickly and eo had no further trouble in 
that regard. 


BUILDINGS: 


A special report regarding the cottage for the 
vi principel - minor repairs to building - and complaints 
of the management regarding the heating system will be 
found on File 65-1-5. 


I found that the classroom registers are properly 
kept. Upon enquiry, 1 ascertained that the pupils have not 
practised fire drill. The vice principal, however, stated 
that he would make immediate arrangements to have this done 
regularly in future and Mr. Agent Godfrey promised to see 
that this was carried out. 
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‘wo of the pupile, Emily Donald and Deroy Slack, 
are attending the high school in Chapleau. ‘The school 
management arranges to have these children taken to the 
school and brought home each day. Yhere are 9 pupils in 
the senior classroom who, it is expected, will try the 
Entrance dxamination in June, 1926. 
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On the whole, I feel that this school should show 
further progress in the future. As noted above, there are 
now 91 children in the school. Mr. Agent Godfrey has some 
more in view in order to arene the number up to that for 
which grant is lowed. Mr. Godfrey gives the management 
every possible sistance and visite the school at least 
two or three times each week.

1 beg leave to report that on Tuesday February 
22ud, I visited the Chapleau Indian School and made 
& general inspection in connection with all departments 
and wish to report as follows. 


I found 110 children on the roll 44Girls and 
66 Boys there being 108 Resident in thé school at the 
present time One Boy in the Lady Minto Hospital Two 
Boys and one Girl in the Queen Mary Hospital at Weston. 


There are three children at the school who 
should a are to be removed as soon as possible owing 
to their being effected with Tuberculosis, Two of these 
are Maggie Sutherland, and Louise Edogin, which the 
Department have authorized sending to Sanatorium as 
s00n as vacancies occure, and the Boy Georsze MoAay, 
should be removed to his home as soon as possible and 1 
am awaiting instructions from the Department recarding 
this boy hie discharge from the school should be rranted 
owing to his age as well as his condition of health, and 
Br, “heahan does not reccomend his being sent to the 
sanatorium but that he be sent home to his mother as she 
wishes thie and he ie 17 yra- old. 


There are many things at the school that require 
attention in the way of repairs, now equipement for the 
school as well as the whole school needs renovating: 


There is also the matter of the farm work which 
has been badly neglocted and every thing has gone into 
ablolute maos but the ¢ +M. have at last seen fit to 
sond a man to take charge of this important work and he 
seemea from my observations to be a very capable man but 
he has nothing to work with in the way of farm tools and 
has asked that he be given tools etc, to work with and 
he feels confident that he can build up the outside work 
to the extent that it deserva.

I beg to state thet in my letter ay 4th, in the reference 
whioh I made to Mr. Snowden as fe ing rinoipal of our Sootety's 


Sohool at Chapleau the word “Acting” wae inadvertently omitted 
before the wor8-Principal.e Ae you are already aware, the 
condition of Mr. Gibson's health hae for sometime prevented him 
from taking any adtive part in the administration of this School. 
Ee has, however, yetained the title of Principal right up to 

the present time and received a salary allowance from our Society 
up to the middle of Pebruary when arrangements were made for him 
to be placed in receipt of certain grants from the general church 
funds in order that the allowance which he was receiving from our 
Society might be available, (1) to augment the salary of the 
Acting Principal, end (2) to add another male assistant to the 
staff. Action has already been taken by our Commission in the 
two ways mentioned, but hir. Gibson still retains the title of 
Principal although only in an honofrary capacity. He still 
ocoupies that part of the main building which he has occupied 
gince his appointment to this School, and as Mrs. Gibson is 
teaching on the staff, our Commission have never entertained any 
thought of having him removed. Mr. Snowden prefers to live in 
the cottage, and as the existing arrangement is fully satisfactory 
to all the staff agents as well as to our Commission, and in no 
way, 80 far as I can Aee, affeots adversely the management of 
the school, I should strongly advise that it be allowed to 
continue. Should our Sooiety decide to redommend Mr. Snowden

necessary to procure A sufficient supply for their use. 

There is an abundant supply of water for other murpoms 
in the river which passes within @ few yards of the build- 
ing. ‘Thid@ however is not fit for use in the school owing 
to sewage being emptied into the river a short distance 
above from Chapleeu. 

I have instructed the Rev, Mr. Soweng to drive a well 
near the river in the hope of procuring 4 plentiful supply 
there which will be available at all times.

esiling the attic and fitting up as a store-room. 

A substantial stable has also been 
erected in connection with the school, also r outhouses 
and closets which were necessary for their health and con- 
venience. 

The work has been fairly well done, 
and the materials generally of fair quality, with the ex- 
veption of a portion of the siding which is inferior and
